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General Information on the Con; 

The service you get from a gasoline engine depends on the design of the engine, 
the material used in its construction and the way it is made. JUdson Gasoline Engines 
have been in use for a great many years and have never failed to demonstrate their 
superiority over other engines costing even double their price. The best material 
is used in their construction, the workmanship is higfe grade in every respect. All 
parts are accurately machined, carefully inspected, and are absolutely interchangeable. 

FROST PROOF HOPPER COOLED 

We use this system of cooling on our engines from iy 2 to 15-h.p. inclusive. The 
hopper, which is cast on the cylinder, is large enough, in proportion to the size of the 
engine, to hold the proper amount and to keep the engine at the proper temperature. 
For farm purposes, this scheme of cooling is very desirable, and especially for mounted 
engines. With this system we eliminate the trouble caused by the freezing of pump 
and pipe fittings necessary on tanK-cooled engines. It also insures the same results 
for cooling with a smaller amount of water. Cylinders can be easily drained, by 
opening the drain cock or providing with a frost-proof solution. 

One very important feature about the hopper cooled engine is, that in starting in 
extremely cold weather, a pail of hot water can be put in the hopper, which warms 
the oil and the cylinder, allowing your engine to start immediately. This is a feature 
that places the hopper cooled type far in advance of the air cooled, especially in regard 
to the pumping engines. 

CASTINGS 

In our foundry every care is taken to produce the very best quality of close grained 
tough castings. A careful analysis is made of all ore before it is used, and the low 
grades are promptly rejected.

CONNECTING RODS 

The connecting rod used on our 1% to 7-h.p. engines is of the latest 1-beam con¬ 
struction, same as used on the highest grade automobiles, and insures great strength 
and durability. 

The piston and bearing on all con- 
rnsu&r-* necting rods is phosphor bronze, and 

irHSrlg" AbsfeSSaQ steel. The bearing is adjustable by 

lock nuts, and is split on one side, 
space being allowed for taking up wear. The crank and bearing on these sizes is of 
the best die-cast babbit. 

On all engines from 8-li.p. up, we use forged steel crank shafts, turned and 
polished from the rough. Phosphor bronze split boxings on each end, that is, on the 
crank shaft as well as on the piston end, with double adjusting bolts, easy of adjust¬ 
ment, and ample wearing surface is allowed for both crank and piston pins. On all 
our crank shafts the piston end is oiled by sight feed cup, through a tube in piston,

1000 part of an inch. This makes them interchangeable on all machines. 

REMOVABLE DIE CAST BEARINGS 

All main shaft bearings are extra long, and are fitted with the best quality high¬ 
speed babbit metal. The main bearings are set at an angle of 30 degrees, which 
places the bushing at the same angle. By this arrangement, the piston thrust is de¬ 
livered at the strongest part of the bearings and the strain distributes equally through¬ 
out the main frame. This feature prevents trouble with the main bearing, the 
upper and lower boxrings meet, and the strain is forced against the bolts, which holds 
the crank which is common with engines otherwise constructed, that the thrust is 
delivered at the point where boxes in position.

Valves we use are one piece steel drop forged 
of the proppet type, which eliminates all trouble, 
as the iron valve heads, with steel stems, commonly 
used on some engines, are unreliable, because cast iron 
and steel do not expand and contract the same, con¬ 
sequently the cast iron valve head will not stay tight 
on the steel stem.
